What It means to salve a wreck is

between 8000 and 12000 tons 
often 
dangerous for any vessel to approach 
and this 
must 
be lifted 
bodily

stable scows and barges 
The wreck 
may bo submerged beneath fifteen or 
thirty feet of water and so stove In 
that divers must go down and effect 
temporary 
repairs 
before it 
can 
be 
raised 
It may 
be a wreck so shat ¬ 
tered that it Is not worth raising

that the wreckers work consists mere ¬ 
ly In blowing up the hulk and 
re ¬ 
moving it as a menace 
to navigation
